LAW  AND  REGULATIONS  REGARDING 
COMMERCIAL  FERTILIZERS 

^I^HE  TERM  "commercial  fertilizers"  as  used  in  the  Comiecticut  fertilizer 
JL  statute  includes  any  and  every  substance  imported,  manufactured, 
prepared  or  sold  for  fertilizing"  or  manuring-  or  soil  amendment  purposes, 
except  barnyard  manure  and  stable  manure  that  have  not  been  artificially 
treated  or  manipulated,  marl  and  lime.  But  no  fertilizer  containing  less 
than  0.82  percent  of  nitrogen,  or  1  percent  of  phosphoric  acid  or  1  percent 
of  potash  is  accepted  for  registration. 

The  seller  is  responsible  for  the  proper  labelling  of  each  package  of  fer- 
tilizer, for  the  registration  of  each  brand  sold  or  offered  for  sale,  for  the 
payment  of  the  required  analysis  fee  and  for  the  payment  of  the  tonnage 
tax.  If,  however,  proper  labelling,  registration  and  payments  of  analysis 
fees  and  of  tonnage  tax  have  been  provided  for  by  the  manufacturer  or  by 
another  responsible  person,  all  sellers  of  such  brands  are  released  from 
the  above-mentioned  requirements.  The  retailer,  therefore,  should  assure 
himself  that  the  requirements  of  the  law  have  been  met  by  the  immiu- 
facturer  of  the  brands  which  he  handles,  or  himself  be  prepared  to  meet 
all  these  requirements. 

It  frequently  happens  that  a  manufacturer  or  jobber  sells  fertiliser  niate- 
rinls  zvhich  are  the  products  of,  and  which  are  registered  by,  another  firm 
or  individual.  Distributors  in  such  cases  shoiild  sell  such  materials  by  the 
exact  brand  names  under  which  they  are  registered  in  order  that  there 
may  be  no  mistake  as  to  the  identity  of  brands.  Any  cJwnge  in  the  brand 
names,  or  failure  to  make  the  identity  of  the  brand  and  its  munufacturer 
clear,  makes  the  distributor  liable  for  the  registration  of  the  product  as 
his  own  brand. 

The  law  exempts  from  registration,  and  from  other  requirements 
referred  to,  only  (1)  fertilizers  passing  through  the  State  in  transit;  (2) 
fertilizers  and  fertilizer  materials  shipped  to  regular  fertilizer  factories  to 
be  used  for  manufacturing  purposes  and  (3)  fertilizers  and  fertilizer 
chemicals  sold  to  the  Connecticut  Agricultural  Experiment  Station  for 
experimental  purposes. 

Cottonseed,  linseed  and  soybean  meals,  zvhen  sold  or  used  for  fertiliser 
purposes,  must  be  registered  as  fertilisers  and  the  specified  fees  paid 
thereon.  For  such  products  the  registration  fee  is  $10.00  for  each  brand 
payable  annually,  and  six  cents  per  ton  tonnage  fee,  payable  semi-annually. 


Note:  Analyses  reported  in  this  bulletin  were  made  by  Messrs.  Nolan,  Merwin  and  Walden; 
rnicroscopic  examinations  by  Miss  Shepard;  inspection  and  sampling  by  Mr.  Stickney  and  compila- 
tions by  Mrs.  Vosburgh. 
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These  fees  are  entirely  apart  from  those  required  by  the  feeding  stuffs 
statute. 

Because  manufacturers  or  jobbers  do  not  knoiv  how  much,  if  any,  of 
their  brands  are  sold  or  used  as  fertilizers,  local  dealers  and  purchasers 
report  their  sales  or  purchases  to  this  Station.  The  information  is  not  for 
publication  but  is  used  to  inform  nuinufa-ctuT  ers  of  the  total  sales  of  their 
brands  as  fertiliser  in  this  State.  It  is  expected  that  the  fees  provided  for 
by  statute  will  be  paid  by  the  manufacturer  or  other  party  responsible  for 
the  brands. 

INSPECTION  OF  1942 

During  the  season  of  1942  the  Station  agent  collected  324  official  samples 
of  raw  materials  and  mixed  fertilizers  including  all  the  registered  brands 
that  could  be  located. 

A  summary  of  these  samples  and  others  submitted  by  farmers  is  given 
in  the  classification  which  follows. 

Tonnage  data  are  based  upon  returns  made  up  to  October  1,  1942,  and 
are  for  the  period  July  1,  1941,  to  June  30,  1942.  The  figures  do  not 
include  fertilizer  tonnage  distributed  under  the  Federal  Agricultural  Con- 
servation program.

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I.     RAW  MATERIALS  CHIEFLY  VALUABLE  FOR  NITROGEN 

Nitrate  of  Soda,  etc. 
Analyses  of  official  samples  of  this  group  are  given  in  Table  1. 

Two  samples  of  Old  Style  Chilean  Nitrate  of  Soda  were  below  guaranty. 
These  goods  were  received  in  bulk  at  the  plant  of  a  local  distributor  where 
the  material  was  reground  and  bagged.  The  contamination  with  phos^ 
phatic  material  was  without  doubt  accidental  in  the  process  of  regrinding. 
A  sample  of  the  original  shipment  sent  us  by  the  importers,  Chilean  Nitrate 
Sales  Corp.,  from  their  warehouse  in  Boston  was  substantially  up  to 
guaranty.  We  found  15.82  percent  nitrogen  by  the  official  Devarda 
method,  as  compared  with  16.04  percent  found  by  the  above  firm's  analysis 
of  the  same  sample.  By  the  modified  Gunning  method  we  found  15.92 
percent. 

Three  unofficial  samples  were  analyzed  for  purchasers. 

Vegetable  Meals 

Analyses  of  22  official  samples  of  veg^etable  meals  are  given  in  Table  2. 
Guaranties  were  met  or  exceeded  in  all  cases. 

One  hundred  and  ten  unofficial  samples  were  examined  for  purchasers. 

IL     RAW  MATERIALS  CHIEFLY  VALUABLE  FOR 
PHOSPHORIC  ACID 

Nineteen  official  samples  of  superphosphate  were  analyzed. 

This  material  is  sold  under  guaranties  ranging  from  16  to  47  percent 
available  pho'sphoric  acid.  Only  two  deficiencies  were  found  that  exceeded 
0.2  percent;  all  other  samples  substantially  met  or  exceeded  guaranties. 

Five  samples  of  superphosphate  20  percent  supplied  by  the  Agricultural 
Adjustment  Administration  under  the  Agricultural  Conservation  Program 
were  examined  for  the  Hartford  office  by  this  agency.  All  samples  fully 
met  the  guaranty  of  20  percent.  Three  unofficial  samples  were  examined 
for  purchasers. 

One  official  sample  of  precipitated  bone  w^as  examined,  and  three  were 
analyzed  for  purchasers. 

Results  of  analyses  of  official  samples  are  given  in  Table  3. 

III.     RAW  MATERIALS  CHIEFLY  VALUABLE  FOR  POTASH 

Muriate  of  potash,  sulphate  of  potash  and  cottonhull  ashes  are  the  chief 
sources  of  potash  for  fertilizer  purposes. 

Ten  official  samples  of  muriate  of  potash  were  examined.  All  substan- 
tially met  or  exceeded  guaranties,  except  3826  which  showed  a  deficiency 
of  about  1  percent. 
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Three  official  samples  of  sulphate  of  potash  met  or  exceeded  guaranties. 

Six  official  samples  of  cottonhull  ashes  ranged  from  25.98  percent  to 
41.88  percent  potash.  Because  of  their  variable  potash  content  they  are 
usually  sold  on  an  analysis  basis. 

Analyses  of  official  samples  in  this  group  are  given  in  Table  4.  One 
sample  of  sulphate  of  potash,  and  23  samples  of  cottonhull  ashes  were 
examined  for  purchasers. 

IV.     RAW  MATERIALS  SUPPLYING  NITROGEN  AND  POTASH 

One  official  sample  of  Chilean  nitrate  of  soda  and  potash,  Chilean  Nitrate 
Sales  Corp.,  New  York,  was  sampled  from  stock  of  Apothecaries  Hall  Co.. 
Waterbury.  It  contained  IS  percent  nitrogen  and  14.24  percent  potash. 
IS  percent  and  14  percent  respectively  being  guaranteed.  Four  samples 
were  examined  for  purchasers. 

Four  samples  of  nitrate  of  potash  were  analyzed  for  purchasers.  This 
salt  should  contain  not  less  than  12  percent  nitrogen  and  not  less  than  44 
percent  potash.  The  samples  examined  ranged  from  12.79  to  13.7S  percent 
nitrogen,  and  from  43.24  to  46.81  percent  potash. 


V.     RAW  MATERIALS  SUPPLYING  NITROGEN  AND 
PHOSPHORIC  ACID 

Analyses  of  four  official  samples  of  dry  ground  fish  are  given  in  Tal:)le  5. 
All  met  the  guaranties,  and  the  chlorine  contents  were  low.  Fourteen 
samples  submitted  by  purchasers  were  examined.  These  were  of  the  same 
order  of  nitrogen,  phosphoric  acid  and  chlorine  content  as  the  official 
samples.  Chlorine  ranged  from  O.OS  to  0.38  percent  and  averaged  0.18 
percent. 

Twenty-three  official  samples  of  ground  bone  were  examined  and  the 
analyses  are  given  in  Table  6.     Eight  unofficial  samples  were  analyzed. 

Ground  raw  bone  is  made  from  bones  that  have  not  been  steamed  under 
pressure  before  drying  and  grinding.  It  contains  from  ?>.?^  to  4.1  percent 
nitrogen,  and  20  to  25  percent  phosphoric  acid. 

Ground  steamed  bone  contains  1.65  to  2.50  percent  nitrogen,  less  thru: 
raw  bone. 

There  were  no  deficiencies,  in  nitrogen.  The  only  two  in  phosphoric 
acid,  3799  and  3902,  were  both  well  above  the  guaranty  in  nitrogen. 

Only  one  official  sample  of  tankage  was  examined.  It  was  the  product 
of  the  Consolidated  Rendering  Co.,  Boston,  and  guaranteed  7.40  percent 
nitrogen  and  9.15  percent  phosy^horic  acid,  both  guaranties  being  fully  met, 
with  8.31  and  10.30  percent  respectively. 

Two  official  samples  of  Milorganite,  product  of  the  Sewerage  Commis- 
sion, Milwaukee,  Wis.,  were  analyzed.     They  contained  res]xx-tivcly  5.90 
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and  6  percent  nitrogen  (6  percent  guaranteed)  ;  2.1]  and  2.32  percent 
available  phosphoric  acid  (2  percent  guaranteed),  and  2.76  percent  total 
phosphoric  acid  (2.75  percent  guaranteed). 

One  official  sample  of  Ammo-Phos  11-48  was  taken  from  stock  of 
Apothecaries  Hall  Co.,  Waterbury,  Conn.  It  contained  11.21  percent 
nitrogen  and  48.13  percent  available  phosphoric  acid  fully  meeting  the 
guaranty.  One  sample  of  the  same  product  was  analyzed  for  a  purchaser. 
This  also  was  satisfactory. 


VI.     MIXED  FERTILIZERS 

Analyses  of  176  official  samples  of  mixed  fertilizer  are  given  in  Table  7. 
The  results  are  summarized  as  follows :

Seventy-five  percent  of  the  samples  substantially  met  or  exceeded  guaran- 
ties ;  and  91  percent  of  individual  guaranties  were  fulfilled.  Deficiencies 
of  0.1  percent  or  less  in  nitrogen,  and  0.2  percent  or  less  in  available 
phosphoric  acid  and  potash  are  not  included. 

Balancing  overruns  against  shortages,  commercial  deficiencies  did  not 
exceed  $1.00  per  ton.  There  was  no  evidence  of  inferior  sources  of 
nitrogen  in  the  mixtures  judged  by  the  usual  laboratory  methods.  Fourteen 
miscellaneous  samples  were  examined  for  purchasers. 

Special  and  Home  Mixtures 

Analyses  of  special  and  home  mixtures,  68  in  number,  are  given  in 
Table  8.     They  are  largely  tobacco  formulas. 


State  Purchases  of  Fertilizer 

Raw  ma^terials  and  mixed  goods  supplied  to  state  institutions  on  state 
purchase  orders  have  been  included  in  our  regular  inspection  for  several 
years.  Such  brands  are  subject  to  registration  and  the  tonnage  tax;  the 
only  exemptions  are  in  the  case  of  fertilizer  sold  to  the  Experiment  Station 
for  experimental  purposes.

Guaranties  were  fully  met  or  exceeded  in  all  of  these  samples  except  for 
shortages  in  phosphoric  acid  in  two  samples  which,  however,  represented 
no  commercial  deficiencies  due  to  overages  in  other  items  of  plant  food.

VIII.     MISCELLANEOUS 

Liming  materials  are  not  required  to  be  registered  in  this  State,  but  28 
samples  have  been  examined  for  purchasers  and  others,  representing  for 
the  most  part  distribution  under  the  Agricultural  Conservation  Program,  the 
samples  being  drawn  and  submitted  by  representatives  of  that  agency. 
Analyses  are  given  in  Table  10. 

Forty-three  samples  of  miscellaneous  materials  have  been  examined. 
Fourteen  of  these  were  sewage  waste  from  various  city  and  town  sewage 
disposal  plants.  Analyses  of  a  few  of  these  materials  are  given  in  Table  It 
for  reference  purposes. 

Collaboration  in  the  programs  of  the  American  Oil  Chemists  Society  and 
of  the  F.  S.  Royster  Guano  Co.  has  been  continued.  The  purpose  of  these 
programs  is  to  further  uniformity  in  control  work,  and  they  are  participated 
in  by  state,  coinmercial  and  industrial  chemists.  In  this  connection  42 
samples  of  check  meals  and  fertilizers  have  been  analyzed.
